ChallengingYourself  To  Learn 


As  students,  we  are  remind- 
ed again  and  again  that  ac- 
ademics is  the  most  impor- 
tant part  of  school.  Academics  is 
about  more  than  subjects  and 
grades,  through;  it’s  about  chal- 
lenging yourself  to  learn. 

Often  we  are  asked  to  live  up  to 
the  challenges  of  people  other  than 
ourselves,  such  as  parents,  friends, 
and  teachers.  Most  students  believe 
that  their  parents  want  them  to  do 
their  best  and  get  good  grades.  All 
students  asked  say  they  feel  their 
friends  aren’t  concerned  about  how 
they  do  in  school.  Many  students 
say  they  believe  their  teachers  also 
want  them  to  do  their  best. 

Sometimes,  however,  the  chal- 
lenge becomes  too  much.  A common 
complaint  among  students  is  that 
there  is  too  much  homework.  Stu- 
dents say  the  average  tiime  they 


spend  on  homework  is  anywhere 
from  0 to  4 hours  a day.  When 
asked  if  they  ever  felt  overwhelmed 
by  school,  every  student  asked  said, 
“yes”  seniors  Jesse  Mazer  and  Jen- 
icca  Mainville  said  they  often  feel 
overwhelmed  by  too  much  work. 

The  question  remains,  how  and 
why  do  we  challenge  ourselves  in 
academics?  Most  students  say  that 
they  challenge  themselves  by  try- 
ing to  do  their  best  in  school,  and 
some  say  they  challenge  them- 
selves by  taking  advanced  classes, 
and  others  say  they  challenge 
themselves  in  order  to  learn  more 
and  make  school  more  interesting. 
They  also  do  it  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  future,  which  is  full  of 
challenges.

Crowded  Hallways  Ahead! 


"Want  a bit  of  my  cookie?”  Danielle  Margalit  snacks  be- 
tween classes. 


Click,  you  close  your  locker  af- 
ter coming  out  of  homeroom, 
turn  around  and  see  an  end- 
less wave  of  people  that  you  must  be- 
come a part  of  to  attempt  to  get  to 
class  on  time.  Crowded  hallways  are 
common  occurrences  at  ARHS,  not 
just  in  the  mornings,  but  for  all  pass- 
ing periods.  For  every  student,  every 
day,  getting  around  is  a challenge. 
Unfortunately  there  is  nothing  that 
can  be  done,  except  to  understand 
the  causes  and  possibly  figure  out  a 
way  to  minimize  the  struggle.  One 
comment  was  made  by  David 
Kroodsma  (’97),  “it  is  easier  later  in 
the  five  minutes.” 

The  unavoidable  fact  is  that  there 
are  762  of  us  students.  Add  to  that  a 
few  dozen  teachers  and  staff,  the  fre- 
quent television  carts,  occasional 
Physics  hallway  labs,  and  the  num- 
bers feel  even  larger. 

The  other  areas  of  complaint  and 
frustration  are  all  focused  on  our  bad 
habits  of  making  mobs  in  the  hall- 
ways. Noni  Montgomery  (’97)  says 
the  problem  comes  from  the  fact  that 
“people  walk  too  slowly,”  while  Jay 


Lithgow  (’95)  criticized  “the  slow- 
moving  groups,”  and  yet  others  just 
said  the  traffic  jams  occur  when  peo- 
ple just  stop  in  the  center  of  the  hall- 
ways and  talks  with  friends. 

Although  every  student  deals  with 
the  slow-moving  mobs,  there  are  stu- 
dents who  have  a still  harder  time 
due  to  crutches,  wheelchairs,  braces, 
or  other  physical  challenges.  People 
on  crutches  replied  that  although 
students  will  try  to  be  courteous,  it 
is  still  difficult  to  maneuver  through 
the  crowds.  Jan  Klenowski  (’95)  sim- 
ply said  “I  mean,  whoa!”  in  answer- 
ing what  is  the  most  frustrating 
thing  about  the  hallways.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  did  not  say  that  get- 
ting around  is  her  biggest  problem 
on  crutches;  instead  it  is  fatigue.  And 
Matt  Crossman  (’97),  also  on  crutch- 
es, commented  that  the  stairs  are  his 
main  problem. 

In  a school  where  academics  and 
sports  and  friends  are  so  important, 
it  is  easy  to  overlook  the  simple  chal- 
lenges of  just  getting  physically 
through  a day,  a hall,  and  a crowd.

Many  stu- 
dents are  occupied  with  sports  or 
other  after-school  activities  and  oth- 
ers spend  time  at  their  frineds’  hous- 
es.

The  Purcell  Prodigies 


Performing  (very)  chal- 
lenging music  under 
the  always-entertain- 
ing direction  of  Mr.  Purcell 
(“Just  because  it’s 
Tchaikovsky  doesn’t  mean 
it’s  rushin’”),  drawing  sym- 
bolic meaning  from  the  tem- 
perature of  the  instrument 
room  ("You  know  it’ll  be  a bad 
day  when  the  pole  is  cold”), 
student-conducting  adven- 
tures (from  Ella’s  purple  mon- 
sters to  Noni’s  all-out  full- 
body  method),  and  jazz  per- 
formances during  lunch  pe- 
riods were  just  a few  of  the 
highlights  enjoyed  by  ARHS’ 
four  bands:  the  Symphony 
Band,  Wind  Ensemble,  Jazz 
Workshop  and  Jazz  Quartet. 

The  Wind  Ensemble  had 
another  amazing  year,  one 
filled  with  musical  discovery. 
We  came  as  close  as  we’ve 
ever  gotten  to  achieving  two 
of  the  pinnacles  of  musical 
skill,  only  to  fail  at  the  end. 
Alas,  Keeping  in  Tempo  and 
Playing  in  Tune  will  have  to 
wait  for  another  year.  Last 
year’s  invading  freshman 
have  become  sophomores, 
and  they  began  to  make 
themselves  heard  in  large 
numbers,  both  musically  and 
otherwise.  Of  course  much 
of  the  year  was  spent  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  eagerly- 
awaited  spring  trip  to  Phila- 
delphia, which  of  course 
proved  a rousing  success. 
The  Wind  Ensemble  sold 
enough  citrus  fruit  to  fortify 
the  entire  Pioneer  Valley  with 


a winter’s  supply  of  Vitamin 
C,  and  it  truly  banded  to- 
gether (no  pun  intended)  in 
pursuit  of  a common  goal. 

The  Jazz  Workshop  got  a 
somewhat  different  taste  of 
the  Purcell  Experience,  re- 
hearsing in  a more  intimate 
workshop  setting,  with  daily 
exposure  to  Mr.  Purcell’s  free- 
wheelingjazz  improvisations 
(look  out,  Kenny  G!).  At  the 
same  time  the  advanced 
group,  the  Third  Mile  Jazz 
Quartet,  refined  its  distinc- 
tive sound  and  experimented 
in  new  musical  direction.  Af- 
ter hearing  them  play,  we 
can  only  say  that  “ultimate 
cool”  is  not  longer  just  a ther- 
mometer rating. 

And  the  Symphony  Band 
played  a wide  array  of  mu- 
sic—everything  from 
Schindler’s  List  and  The  Lion 
King  to  music  from  Cambo- 
dia. Others  in  Amherst  may 
give  lip  service  to  diversity, 
but  for  the  Symphony  Band 
it’s  a way  of  life. 

So,  as  always,  all  the 
wind-instrument  groups  ex- 
perienced a lot  of  the  three 
L’s:  learning,  late  dismissals 
and  laughs.  And  those  who 
attended  the  concerts,  as  well 
as  the  participants  them- 
selves, know  that  the  hard 
work  of  the  groups  and  their 
members  paid  off  for  memo- 
rable and  successful  perfor- 
mances, and  a very  special 
year.

September  1994 
marked  the  begin 
ning  of  Jessel 
Murray’s  second  year  as 
conductor/director  of  the 
choral  program.  Both  the 
Concert  Choir  and  the  Cho- 
rale had  busy  performing 
schedules  which  kept  them 
singing  until  June. 

Despite  some 
changes  in  the  program, 
the  system  of  choirs  re- 
mained the  same;  Chorale 
is  still  admission  by  audi- 
tion and  Concert  Choir  re- 
quires no  audition.

Support  and  Assistance 


The  Peer  Education  and  Coun 
seling  programs  are  new  and 
expanding  to  assist  the  student 
body.  Located  in  the  back  of  the 
nurse’s  office,  the  peer  counsel- 
ing center  is  a safe  space  for  all 
students.  Offering  health  re- 
sources such  as  phone  numbers 
of  clinics  and  support  groups, 
pamphlets  f lor  every  need,  and  of 
course  the  infamous  condoms. 
Complete  with  an  easy-chair,  ra- 
dio, and  stuffed  animals,  the  cen- 
ter becomes  something  of  an  oa- 
sis within  the  school.  The  center 
is  a place  for  students  to  get  sup- 
port from  other  students  and  to 
draw  on  their  own  strengths  and 
resources.  An  increasingly  diver- 
sified staff  allows  the  center  to 
reach  out  to  individuals  of  vari- 
ous ethnic,  economic,  cultural  and 
religious  backgrounds.  The  peer 
counseling  center  has  someone 
available  during  every  period  of 
every  day,  including  before  and 
after  school  if  special  arrange- 
ments are  made;  and,  of  course, 
everything  is  confidential. 

The  Peer  Education  program 
has  stepped  up  this  year,  becom- 
ing a regular  class  offered  during 
the  school  day  and  finally  receiv- 


ing the  recognition  and  credit  the 
program  deserves.  This  class, 
taught  by  Carol  Staiti  (who  is  also 
the  advisor)  offers  any  student  the 
chance  to  educate  her /himself  and 
others.  Upon  completion  of  the 
course  the  peer  educators  presents 
workshops  to  elementary,  junior 
high,  and  high  school  classes,  on 
subjects  such  as  safe  sex.  self- 
esteem and  drug  use  and  abuse. 
After  a year  of  facilitating  such 
workshops  the  peer  educator  is 
eligible  to  become  a counselor. 

“If  the  people  lead  the  leaders 
will  follow.”  The  students  involved 
in  the  peer  education  and  counsel- 
ing programs  have  taken  this  state- 
ment to  heart,  by  leading  the  way 
in  a revolution  often  overlooked  by 
their  adult  counterparts.  Stu- 
dents/youths have  long  been  de- 
nied their  role  as  capable  and  in- 
telligent people,  able  to  make  their 
own  wise  decisions,  lead  their  own 
lives,  and  help  themselves.  This 
understanding,  and  a partnership 
with  Carol  Staiti,  has  made  the 
potential  of  the  peer  education  and 
counseling  programs  immeasur- 
able.

Rowing 


Modern  rowing  originated  in 
England  in  the  1 700’s  as  a 
pastime  for  the  upper  class.  The 
first  competition  in  the  United 
States,  held  in  New  York  City  in 
1811,  demonstrated  the  strength 
and  coordination  needed  to 
paddle  the  barges  through  the 
river.  Once  introduced,  rowing 
developed  into  a prestigious 
amateur  sport. 

Today,  rowing  competi- 
tions are  separated  into  two  cat- 
egories, either  sculling  or  sweep 
events.  In  the  sweep  events,  a 
rower  holds  only  one  ore  and  is 
part  of  a crew  of  two,  four,  or  six, 
so  teamwork  is  vital  to  a crews’ 
success.  Scullers  hold  two  ores 
which  allows  for  individual  com- 
petition, but  crews  of  two  and 
four  are  also  possible. 

Rowers  compete  in  the 
Olympics  and  around  the  world 
in  various  races  with  the  top 
race  begin  the  Henley  Royal  Re- 
gatta.

Figure  Skating 

In  Scandinavian  countries  prior 
to  the  Christian  era,  ice  skating 
was  a practical  way  of  traveling 
over  ice  during  the  long  winters. 
The  first  blades  were  made  of  bone, 
but  in  1592,  the  manufacture  of 
ironblades  was  developed.  The 
iron  blades  reduced  friction  which 
made  traveling  even  easier. 

The  sport  of  skating 
branched  off  into  various  activi- 
ties, but  the  most  popular  and 
beautiful  is  figure  skating.
